Hand  delivered  artwork  must  be  received  at  the  Creative 
Arts  Center  in  Chatham  on  Sunday.  July  5 from  2 — 5 pm. 

To  facilitate  drop-off  and  return  of  work  for  those  in  re- 
mote locations  from  Cape  Cod.  accepted  artists  will  be 
provided  with  a complete  list  of  accepted  entries  so  that 
cooperative  arrangements  for  drop-off  and  pick-up  can  be 
made  independently.

Tony's  primary  focus  is  on  the  art  of  picture  making, 
composition  and  design,  applicable  in  any 
medium.  Demonstrations  are  in  watercolor  but  students 
using  acrylics  are  welcome.  For  studio  painters,  this  plein 
air  workshop  can  serve  as  an  introduction  to  working  on 
location,  while  finishing  touches  may  be  added  in  a studio 
environment. 

Tony  will  begin  the  workshop  with  an  indoor  session 
acquainting  students  with  the  Building  Blocks  of  Painting.

The  New  England  Watercolor  Society  (NEWS)  was  originally 

founded  in  1885  as  the  Boston  Watercolor  Society.  It  became  the 
Newr  England  Watercolor  Society  in  1980.  It  is  one  of  the  oldest 
and  most  prestigious  watercolor  societies  in  America.  Early  members 
included  such  well  knowrn  names  in  American  art  as  Thomas  Allen,  F. 
Childe  Hassam,  John  Singer  Sargent  (hon.),  Charles  Curtis  Allen,  Frank 
Benson,  and  George  Hallowell.  The  Society  has  now  grown  to  more  than 
200  signature  members  from  all  the  New  England  states. 

The  mission  of  the  Society  is  to  support  the  advancement  of  aqua  media 
arts  throughout  New  England. 

NEWS  sponsors  two  juried  shows  each  year.  One  show  features  the  work 
of  signature  members  of  the  Society.  The  other  show  is  open  to  water 
media  artists  in  New  England  (in  odd-numbered  years)  or  throughout 
North  America  (in  even-numbered  years).  In  connection  with  the 
exhibitions,  the  Society  sponsors  receptions  and  award  presentations, 
gallery  talks,  demonstrations,  and  workshops  led  by  nationally  recognized 
artists. 

Artists  and  interested  supporters  of  NEWS  are  encouraged  to  join  as 
associate  members.  To  qualify  as  a signature  member,  a candidate  must  be 
juried  into  four  NEWS  shows  within  a ten-year  period,  including  at  least 
one  North  American  show.

Carole  Berren,  a signature  member  of  the  American  Watercolor  Society,  is  an  award  winning  painter  and  a popular  instructor 
of  drawing  and  watercolor.  In  the  journey  that  is  art,  Carole  embraces  the  curious  wonderment  of  continued  learning, 
discovery  and  experimentation. 

She  has  studied  art  at  RISD,  the  Corcoran  School  of  Art  in  DC  and  the  Danforth  Museum.  In  addition  she  has  studied  painting 
with  Betty  Lou  Schlemm,  Barbara  Nechis,  Barbara  Delannoy,  Skip  Lawrence,  Charles  Reid,  Tom  Sgourus,  George  James,  John 
Salminen,  Alvaro  Casagnet  and  many  others. 

Carole's  recent  work  with  watercolor  on  Yupo  paper  has  earned  her  national  recognition.  She  has  been  awarded  the  Edgar 
Whitney  Memorial  Award  as  well  as  the  prestigious  CFS  Medal  in  the  American  Watercolor  Society's  Annual  International 
Exhibitions  in  New  York  City.  Her  work  has  also  received  recognition  in  the  North  East,  Rocky  Mountain,  New  England  and 
National  Watercolor  Societies.  In  June  2012  her  work  was  published  in  North  Light's  "Splash  13  The  Best  of  Watercolor" 
book.  In  addition,  an  article  on  Carole  and  her  award  winning  work  on  Yupo  was  featured  in  the  Watercolor  Artist  Magazine 
October  2012  Issue.  One  of  Carole's  Yupo  pieces,  an  award  winner  in  the  "Over  60  Artists'  Magazine  Competition"  will 
appear  in  the  March  2015  issue. 

The  workshop  will  cover:  Introduction  to  the  properties  of  Yupo  paper,  how  to  apply  paint  to  this  non-absorbent  surface  and 
how  to  remove  it,  glazing,  variegated  and  flat  washes,  enhancing  the  surface  of  the  paper  with  numerous  textural  techniques. 
This  part  will  be  done  with  a strong  realization  of  compositional  organization.  The  second  part  of  the  workshop  will  deal  with 
creating  representational  images  from  the  first  day's  "play  and  experimentation".  The  third  day  we  will  create  a painting  on 
Yupo  with  a more  conventional  approach  of  drawing  first  and  then  applying  paint  using  experiments  of  previous  days. 

This  workshop  will  be  limited  to  1 8 participants.

Additional  Comments:  Although  the  weather  made  receiving,  judging,  installing,  and  pick-up 
very  challenging,  everyone  showed  great  flexibility  and  generosity.  A special  appreciation 
goes  to  Bill  Everett  and  Brian  Harris,  Director  and  Assistant  Director  of  the  Guild  of  Boston 
Artists.  A major  weekend  water  leak  damaged  the  painting  by  Becky  Haletky.  Becky  was 
exceptionally  gracious  and  the  Guild  worked  hard  to  rectify  the  situation  as  much  as 
possible.  In  spite  of  all  of  the  stresses,  the  show  was  beautiful  and  visitors  commented 
positively  on  the  quality  of  both  the  show  and  the  paintings.  The  judge  said  she  wished  she 
had  many  more  awards  to  give  because  of  the  exceptional  caliber  of  the  work. 

In  planning  for  2016,  we  recognize  that  February  is  the  only  affordable  month  for  the  Guild. 
Although  the  date  isn't  optimal,  having  the  show  at  the  Guild  of  Boston  Artists  on  Newbury 
Street  still  has  significant  advantages  including  ongoing  gallery  coverage  and  a very

professional  venue.  Our  plan  is  to  stay  with  the  Guild  for  February  2016  and  trust  that  the 
weather  will  be  better.  All  Signature  members  should  start  planning  for  this  show  now.  We 
hope  to  extend  the  width  limitation  to  36  inches  but  not  a fraction  beyond.  There  needs  to 
be  increased  emphasis  on  professional  quality  framing.  There  also  must  be  an  up-to-date  bio 
for  all  artists  showing  work  since  this  has  a real  impact  on  sales.  We  would  also  like  to  find 
ways  to  enhance  our  marketing  efforts. 

Our  thanks  to  all  artists  and  committee  volunteers  who  worked  so  hard  to  make  this  show  a 
success  (in  spite  of  100  inches  of  snow).
